square miles of the country. The build-up of British and U.S. nuclear 
weapons here, detailed in the chart, alrendy provides 
of about 45,000 Hiroshimas—the equivalent of ubout 17 tons of TNT high 


is the equivalent of 


almost one Hiroshima 


explosive for every man, woman and child. 


Because of the country's small 
size this colossal stockpile males
